TOWN SETS 
THE TREND 


BUSINESSES are showing a "new 
growth trend" because of 
encouraging interest in empty shop 
units in Banbury, a council leader has 
said. 

Cherwell District Council's Norman 
Bolster said he was optimistic units would

be filled as the town was recovering from 
the recession. 

Nine shops have opened in the last four 
months, taking the total number of empty 
units from 53 to 44. 

They include Games Workshop, Lucha 
Burrito, Naomi's Cafe Bar and the 
re-opening of the Coach and Horses pub. 

A Banbury Cake 
survey in October 
2011 revealed there 
were 33 empty units 
out of 410. 

Mr Bolster, the 
council's estates and 
economy chief, said: 

"Anything that 
improves the uptake 
of premises in town 
centres is a good thing. 

"As the economy picks up this will 
become a new growth trend for Banbury." 

He added there are "very encouraging 
levels of interest" in remaining empty units 
and more could be filled in the next year. 

He said: "Refurbishment work is under 
way on the ex-Peditank unit in Market Place 
as a new cafe, the former Veritas wine bar, 
which will be a cookery school and cafe, 
and the old nightclub in Butchers Row set to 
be a centre for learning disabilities group 
Style Acre. 

"Landlords have commissioned work on 
units in Church Lane and Parsons Street that 
need refurbishment before letting. 


"Discussions are also under way on the 
re-use of the ground floor of the former 
Wonderlounge night club." 

He said: "Commercial agents in the town 
have reported other units that were empty 
are now under offer and our town co¬ 
ordinators were hosting visits by business 
people from other towns to check out 
options for them in Banbury." 

Philip Al-Anazi, owner and manager of 
Mexican food shop Lucha Burrito, which 
opened in High 
Street last month, 
said: "It's going really 
well. We've been 
doing a lot of 
business. 

"I've wanted to do 
it for a couple of 
years and I thought 
I'd bite the bullet." 
The 29-year-old 
said: "I like to think that the High Street was 
becoming a nice little hot-spot for cafes and 
places to eat. 

"When you think of somewhere to eat in 
town there is a nice selection now. 

"I hope it will increase footfall along the 
High Street and encourage more people into 
the area." 

The audit of the town's empty units was 
carried out by town co-ordinators Neil Wild 
and lain Nicholson, who have been hired 
by the council. 

They are funded by the Government's 
High Street Innovation Fund until April to 
work with landlords and agents to bring in 
more business.

Hospice gets a clean bill of health from inspectors 



CONCERNS about record 
keeping at a north 
Oxfordshire hospice have 
been addressed, the official 
health and social care 
regulator has said. 

The Care Quality 
Commission said 
Adderbury’s Katharine House 
Hospice, pictured left, met 
standards for its records. 

It demanded action after 
an unannounced June 
inspection found some 
peoples’ care records, risk 


assessments and care plans 
were incomplete. 

It said: “This meant that 
people were not always 
protected against the risks of 
unsafe or inappropriate care 
and treatment arising from a 
lack of proper information 
about them.” 

It said the charity sent the 
CQC an action plan and an 
unannounced September 
inspection found 
improvements. 

A report by the CQC said: 


“We found that following our 
last inspection all clinical 
staff had attended record¬ 
keeping training. 

“Members of the multi¬ 
professional team had 
worked together to review 
the format of care plans and 
risk assessments.” 

It studied records of five of 
the eight people at the 
hospice and found “accurate 
and appropriate records 
about them were 
maintained”. 


Mystery remains 


over the death of 


escalator-fall man 


DOCTORS at the John Radcliffe 
Hospital have admitted they are 
uncertain why a man died after 
falling down an escalator in a north 
Oxfordshire department store. 

Nigel Harrison died aged 65 in 
hospital on March 10 while being treated 
following a fall at the Debenhams store 
in Banbury, which took place four days 
earlier. 

His inquest at Oxfordshire Coroner's 
Court heard that he died of a cardiac 
arrest brought on by kidney failure but 
doctors treating him remain uncertain 
what caused this. 

Robert Handley, a trauma and 
orthopaedic consultant at the John 
Radcliffe, told assistant coroner Nicholas

Graham that Mr Harrison had been 
drinking and passing urine. 

He said: "There was nothing to alarm 
the nurses. On arrival he didn't have 
renal failure so something had to cause 
his kidneys to stop over those three days. 

"You can get damage to the kidneys 
when you damage a muscle and it 
releases substances into the blood system 
that the kidneys cannot handle but that's 
only high on the agenda when someone 
loses a leg or there is a lot of muscle 
damage." 

Consultant spinal surgeon Dominique 
Rotherfluh said Mr Harrison was 


"progressing well" and doctors were 
planning to discharge him. 

Mr Harrison, of Brackley, is the second 
person to die this year after falling down 
an escalator in the same store. 

In June, Mr Graham ruled the death of 
Christopher Barry, 88, of Hook Norton, 
who directed the first four series of 
Doctor Who , was accidental after he fell 
down an escalator in February. 

Mr Harrison's inquest on Thursday 
heard that an inquiry had been carried 
out into the escalator but no defects were 
found. 

Mr Graham recorded a narrative 
verdict that he died of cardiac arrest 
caused by renal failure but that it was not 
possible to determine what caused this.

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There are no safe seats, claims UKIP's candidate

UKIP'S prospective 
Parliamentary candidate for 
Banbury has warned there are 
no longer any safe seats, 
following the Clacton by- 
election in Essex. 

Recently, Tory defector 
Douglas Carswell won the 
Party's first Westminster seat, 
with a majority of 12,404, and 
in the Labour stronghold of 
Heywood and Middleton, in 


Greater Manchester, UKIP 
came within 617 votes of 
overturning a 6,000 majority. 

Party leader Nigel Farage 
has claimed UKIP was on 
course to hold the balance of 
power in the next Parliament. 

Dickie Bird, who is 
contesting the Banbury seat 
after Tory MP Sir Tony Baldry 
announced he was standing 
down, said: "My biggest 


message is that there is no 
longer anywhere that can be 
called a safe seat." 

Mr Bird, 48, from Upper 
Heyford, pictured right, was in 
the Army with the Royal Green 
Jackets for 23 years until he 
retired as an NCO in 2007. 

He said: "The votes are 
coming from Tories, 
disaffected voters and, most 
importantly, people who have 


not voted for a long time. I 
have worked all my life and 
fought for my country. I think 
I will appeal to voters. We 
need to get a grip of the 
political classes." 

Mr Bird said he would be 
working closely with the other 
UKIP prospective 
Parliamentary candidates in 
Oxfordshire so they could 
fight a united campaign.

A DECISION on who should replace veteran 
MP Sir Tony Baldry, pictured left, as 
Conservative candidate for Banbury will be 
taken next month. 

Following a meeting of the North Oxfordshire 
Conservative Association's executive committee 
last week, the position of prospective 
Parliamentary candidate for Banbury has now been 
formally advertised. 

Senior members of the association will be 
tasked with compiling a list of candidates to be 
interviewed. 

All candidates who will be quizzed by the 
executive committee and three or four 
candidates will go through to the final 
selection. 

This will be conducted by all members of 
the association and will take place on 
Saturday, November 8. An announcement will 
be made after that. 

In a statement, the association said: "The

decision on which candidates to interview and 
shortlist rests entirely with North Oxfordshire 
Conservative Association." 

Last month Sir Tony announced he would be 
standing down from Parliament at the next General 
Election after 30 years in the House of Commons. 

With a majority of more than 18,000, his seat is 
considered to be extremely safe and unlikely to 
change hands.

Homes hit as 
gas is cut off 


■ WORK was continuing 
early this week to restore the 
gas supply to a number of 
homes in Chipping Norton. 
The gas was shut off at eight 
homes in Cornish Road on 
Monday following a gas leak. 
A Southern Gas Networks 
spokesman said: "Three 
homes will have their supply 
restored by the end of the 
day." The company has 
apologised and said it had 
been in "constant" contact 
with residents and would 
continue to keep them 
updated. SGN has offered 
residents temporary heating 
equipment.

Mum tells of bail-wait agony 


A MOTHER of two boys who were 
sexually abused has warned that 
victims suffer when police keep 
suspects on bail for months or even 
years. 

The woman, who did not want to 
be named, spoke out after Home 
Secretary Theresa May promised the 
Government would look at 
introducing limits on how long 
police could keep suspects on bail 
before charging or releasing them. 

There have been concerns about 
the effect on suspects but the 
woman said it was also a nightmare 
for victims that added to the impact 
of the crime. 

In Oxford two men, who were 
arrested after the failed robbery on a 
Covered Market jewellers remain on 
bail 18 months later. 

Recently it was revealed that of 
6,639 suspects held on bail in 
Oxfordshire over the past two years, 
37 were kept on bail for more than 
a year and 22 of those were 
released without charge. 

The woman said the family friend 
who abused her two sons was on 
bail for two-and-a-half years. 

This was despite having already 
been jailed once by Thames Valley 
Police for sexual abuse. 

The woman, who lodged a formal 
complaint with the force over the 
delays, said: "It turns everyone's life 


upside down, including victims' and 
their families', because they don't 
know what is going on. The police 
don't realise that. 

"I suffered with my health and I 
had to go into therapy. In the end, 
both of my sons withdrew from 
giving evidence because it went on 
for so long - although their 
statements were given to the judge. 

"Cases should be investigated 
thoroughly but there has to be 
limits, because what happens is that 
it becomes too much for victims and 
witnesses and they pull out, so it 
harms the police investigation. 

"All that time he was on bail was 
an absolute nightmare." 

The Home Secretary told a 
conference that she welcomed the 
news that the College of Policing

was working on guidance to get 
consistency over bail. 

She said: "We must also look at 
statutory time limits on the use of 
pre-charge bail to prevent people 
spending months or even years on 
bail only for no charges to be 
brought." 

Alice Dodd, who runs the Crown 
Court department at MacNab 
Clarke, said police needed to make 
sure cases were not just "sitting on 
someone's shelf". 

Ms Dodd said: "Everybody suffers 
when suspects are rebailed 
indefinitely. 

"If it is a rape victim there is a 
huge effect on them, not knowing 
whether there will be a charge or 
even if they will be believed. 

"There is a definite possibility 
cases could be moving faster." 

There is currently no legal time 
limit on how long people can be 
held on police bail. 

Thames Valley Chief Constable 
Sara Thornton said: "Given the 
concerns about variations in the 
length of time people can remain on 
bail, I welcome the College of 
Policing's recent consultation and 
current review, in order to bring 
consistency and transparency to the 
way in which pre-charge bail is 
used in criminal investigations."

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Witness call to 
catch pickpocket 


■ A PICKPOCKET was foiled when 
he tried to prey a 20-year-old man 
in People's Park, Banbury. On 
Thursday, September 9, at about 
6pm, the thief put his hand in the 
victim's back trouser pocket, and 
then struggled with the victim when 
challenged.

HOUSE-fire victims are needed to help 
limit the impacts of future blazes. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
wants to hear the stories of victims for 
their new pilot project, Lessons in Fire 
and Evacuation Behaviour in Dwelling - 
or Lifebid, for short. 

Residents involved in a house fire 
within the last 12 months are being 
urged to anonymously submit their 
experiences online. 

Home and community safety officer 
Simon Sumners said: "Surprisingly there 
has been very limited research about 


how people behave during a fire in their 
home, what their goals and priorities 
were as the drama was happening and 
what the impact was of the flames and 
the smoke. 

"We are interested to hear about all 
accidental home fires, large or small, 
whether Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service attended or not. 

"Information gathered will be 
valuable to Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service as it will give us a unique 
insight and will enable us to develop 
our practices in the future." 


The University of Greenwich and 
nine fire and rescue services have 
teamed up to launch the £200,000 
scheme. 

Oxfordshire County Council's deputy 
leader Rodney Rose said: "I would 
encourage people to take part in this 
survey, give accounts of their house fire 
experiences and help firefighters 
understand better just how people react 
and how they feel when they encounter 
a house fire."

by Mr Winch holding an ornamental sword. 

Mr Winch, 45, said: "They were a professional gang. 
They were all balaclavaed up and extremely violent and 
extremely frightening. 

"I was in a panic and I grabbed the sword off the 
mantlepiece. When they came in I was on the phone to 
the police and that's what scared them off. 

"I've got post-traumatic stress disorder because of this 
incident. I'm a bag of nerves, I can't sleep. I'm up at the 
slightest bump. 

"I don't feel safe in my own home. I can't even open 
the windows. 

"It's affected my work and business because I've had 
to take time off." 

Last week Nolan Haworth, 27, of Ribston Close, 
Banbury, and Ben Plant, 28, of North Street, Banbury, 
were convicted of the attack when they appeared at 
Oxford Crown Court. 

Haworth was jailed for three years and four months 
and Plant received a 16-month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years. 

Mr Winch, a tree surgeon and father of three, said he 
was disappointed by the sentences and the fact he did 
not get any compensation. 

Additional compensation is available for victims who

have been injured in a crime, but for loss of property the 
only compensation available is through the courts. 

He said: "I intend on making a complaint to the 
Crown Prosecution Service. I feel that, as the victim, I've 
been completely and utterly ignored. 

"I feel cheated and insulted. 

"They did £5,000 worth of damage to the property 
and I have not had any compensation. 

"I just don't see the point of the law. You may as well 
not bother going to the police at all." 


OAPs are 'missing out on benefits' 


ABOUT 6,000 elderly people in 
Oxfordshire are not claiming 
pension credit despite being entitled 
to it, Age UK Oxfordshire has said. 

The charity said 15,000 were 
claiming the benefit in the county 
and called on OAPs to be given 
more help to apply for the cash. 

The benefits are means-tested, 
and are for single people who get 
less than £148.35 a week and 
couples who get below £226.50 a 
week. 

The charity said the credit could 
provide people with an extra £33 a 
week or £1,700 a year. 

Other benefits OAPs often miss 
out on include housing benefit, 
attendance allowance and council 
tax support, it said. 

Chief executive Paul Cann said: 
"It's a disgrace that so many 
vulnerable older people in our 
community are suffering in silence, 
unable to afford decent food, heat 
their home or live an independent 
life, when billions of pounds in 


benefits are lying unclaimed. 

"People are constantly telling us 
how much difference the extra 
money makes, how surprised they 
are by how straightforward the 
process is with the help of an 
adviser, and how much less they 
worry about everyday bills." 

He called for a "concerted effort" 
by the Government to help 
pensioners with services and access 
to information. 

Council and NHS workers 
"should be trained to identify those 
who need help, encourage them to 
claim their benefits, and make

referrals to specialist advisers who 
can offer support". 

He said: "A comprehensive 
national strategy is urgently needed 
to tackle the scourge of pensioner 
poverty once and for all." 

The charity is calling on the 
Secretary of State for Work and 
Pensions, lain Duncan Smith, to 
"urgently develop a national 
pensioner poverty strategy". 

Suzy Drohan, joint manager of 
the Oxfordshire Welfare Rights 
advice service, said: "People may 
have stopped claiming some years 
ago and, despite their circumstances 
changing, they don't realise they 
can claim again." 

A Department for Work and 
Pensions spokesman said: "We are 
determined to make sure that 
pensioners receive the full support 
they are entitled to - with as little 
hassle as possible."

ONE out of every five adults in the county were putting 
their health at risk by drinking too much, a leading health 
charity has warned. 

Alcohol Concern said official statistics suggested 20 per cent were 
putting themselves in harm's way because of the amount of alcohol 
they consumed. Six per cent were classed as heavy drinkers. It had 
looked at county figures linked 


to visits to hospital and alcohol- 
related deaths. 

It estimated 96,803 people 
drank more than experts 
recommend they should, which 
increased their risk of damaging 
their health. 

And 32,041 drank so heavily 
it significantly increased the risk 
of damaging their health, and 
may have harmed themselves 
already. 

Alcohol Concern chief 
executive Jackie Ballard said: 
"The NHS is now facing an 
intolerable strain from alcohol- 
related illnesses. 

"This is not just from readily- 
identifiable causes such as A&E 
visits and admissions for liver 
disease, but from a significant 
number of other conditions in 
which alcohol plays a major, but 
often underappreciated part." 

The most effective way to 
prevent problem drinking was to 
set a minimum price per unit of 
alcohol, she said. 

This was rejected by the 
Government in July last year 
over concerns there was not 
enough "concrete evidence" it 
would reduce harm. 

Figures from 2012/13 showed 
95,505 alcohol-related hospital 
attendances, including 51,227 
A&E visits - out of a total of 
117,268 - and 9,297 that 
needed an overnight stay.

The charity said alcohol cost 
the county's NHS £27.8m, of 
which £4.7m was overnight 
stays wholly attributable to 
drink. 

There were 21 7 alcohol- 
related deaths that year 
compared to 1 77 on average in 
the South-east. 

Diseases related to high blood 
pressure - which can be caused 
by alcohol - cost £6.6m, it said. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
public health chief, Hilary 
Hibbert-Biles, said alcohol was 
related to "a surprising number 
of serious health conditions". 

She said: "For example, heart 
disease, bowel cancer and 
anxiety are all conditions which 
can be caused or made worse by 
alcohol. 

"They are also likely to 
require medical treatment of 
some kind and, therefore, have 
an impact on health service 
resources." 

The Government recommends 
men drink a maximum of three 
to four units a day and women 
two to three units. 

Higher-risk drinkers (number¬ 
ing six per cent of Oxfordshire 
people) were: men who regularly 
drank more than eight units per 
day and women who regularly 
drank more than six units per day.

T he law is an ass and the 
people who administer it 
bigger asses in David Dobkin's 
courtroom drama about an 
estranged family reunited under the 
testing conditions of a murder trial. 

The Judge takes its sweet time 
going through the legal motions, 
grafting on a superfluous romantic 
subplot to the revelations in the 
dock. 

Thankfully, lead actors Robert 
Downey Jr and Robert Duvall sink 
their teeth into their broadly 
sketched characters and energise 
the dysfunctional father-son 
relationship that provides the film 
with its conflict and heart-tugging 
emotion. 

Both men relish the verbal 
sparring, galvanized by screen 
chemistry that convinces us they are 
chips from the same unmovable 
block. 

The lead role of a smarmy big 
city lawyer, who proudly proclaims, 
"Innocent people can't afford me", 
is a snug fit for Downey Jr. 

Like Tony Stark in the Iron Man 
films, this slick operator has 
arrogance and wise-cracks to spare, 
yet, beneath the impeccably 
tailored suits and designer shades, 
there beats the fragile heart of a 


man terrified of losing the people 
he loves. 

As the lead prosecutor of the 
murder trial sagely observes, "You're 
a bully with a big bag of tricks".
